John P. L. Brown, tho oldest resident 
f Kcuosha county and the last surviv- 
113 member of the family of Gen. J. P. L. 
Jrown, a famous fighter in the American 
evolution and the war of 1812, died at 
lis home in Kenosh-a yesterday morning, 
it the agfi of nearly 100 years. The de- 
•eascd lind nn eventful career: He was 
born on a-n ocean liner plying .between 
•'ranee and America on Sept. 20, 1300. 


The father of Brown -was a. close friend 


>f L-aKnyette, .and after tlie wars in the 
>arly part of this century were over, the 
'titlier returned to France, leaving the 
son in this country to -be 
1 educated. The 


father never returned, but after many 
:enrs the deceased returned to France 
i ml lived at Paris for a long time, lie 
was there united in marriage to a cousin 
of LaFayettc llnd a short time later he ! 
.•cturned* to the United States to live. 
Ho soon lost the fortune he had made 
n 1'"ranee, and went -to Kenosha to spend 
his declining years, here 'he made no 
headway, and in a- short time 'he w-as 
forced to become n popcorn man on tho 
itreet in order to make a living. 


Tho body of Mrs. Smcrchek who died 


at the home of her son in Minnesota, 
will arrive hero tonight. M™. Smerchck 
went to visit her son sometime ago and 
took sick and died. She was 70 years of 
n"c and one of the oldest residents of 
tho town of Caledonia.

He was mus- 
tered out of service Dec. 26, I860, as the 
cwptain of his company. At Hie close of 
the war he returned to his profession. A^ 
tho bar his rise was rapid and certain. 
Having removed to this county, he was

In 1871 the firm of Fish & 


Lee was formed. Jn 1S7S Mr. Charles H.

and later of the firm of Fish. Cury, Up- 
ham & Black, the head of which he was 
at tho time of his death.' Mr. Fish was 
again married.on Sept. 1, 1870. to Ellen 
Sampson, daughter oi Rev. William lp

all-night battle between a mob and Mrs. I 
Dr. C. W. Wright, who is accused of .the! 
murder of Bessie. Salter, ihe 16-year-old, J 
daughter of a, citizen of Oilman.

employed by Mrs. Dr. Wright, and Mi»- 
chael Ryan, a citizen serving as deputy I 
constable. 
Fa-taily wounded: Lawrence I 


Ry*n and George Willoughby, citizens; |

Seriously wounded: 


Peter I.auer, a members of the citizen*' | 
attacking party. 


Early in the ever/ing Constable Sil-1 


ybead, with a. number of deputies, went! 
to tho house on the outskirts of the 
town, occupied -by Mrs. Wright, to servo 
the occupant with a warrant sworn out I 
after the coroner's jury had declared her | 
gurlty of murder. Mrs. Wright had bar- 
red the door, and in forcing an entrance; 
the constables' encountered unexpected 
opposition. They broke open the outer 
door, then entered the darkened rooms. I 
Sfichael Ryan was about to enter the-1 
door of the inner apartment when a shot 
rang out and he fell dead. Tlie con- 
.<tab!es -made a hurried exit and formed | 
a picket line around -the building. 


At regular intervals they fired into tha 


building in tire hope the occupants would 
surrender, but without success. About 
3 o'clock the family of Michael Ryan ar- 
rived. The "dead man had been carried 
to the 'bushes near the house where he 
met his death. A mob of probably 250 
people gathered, most of them armed. 


The scenes of grief which followed the I 


arrival of Ryan's wife and children fired 
the crowd with frenzy, and they set fire-"| 
to the so-called hospital. Shot after shot 
rang out from the upper windows, and 
Geoige Willougliby, the local representa- 
tive of the Standard Oil company, and 
Peter Lauer, a member of the attacking 
party, were shot. These casualties so an- 
gered the crowd they volleyed the housa 
as fast as they could load their firearm*. 


Suddenly from a bunch of timber in 


the rear several shots came in the direc- 
tion of the mob- They answered, a hun- 
dred to one. 
The members of the mob 


rushed to the timber and found the body 
of John Myers, blacksmith, employed by; 
Mrs. Wright, dead. Near by lay Mrs. 
Wright, with a hole in her right shoul- 
der. 
She Ts probably fatally wounded 


and will not recover. 
The mob imme- 


diately dispersed. 
The house was d*« 


strayed with its contents. 


Mrs. Wright was about 50 years old» 


For some time she had been conducting 
a lying-in hospital on the outskirts of 
Kilman.

earning capacity of a sleeping-ear is con- 
siderable. ' Take the run from New York 
to Chicago, 1,000 miles. Every road in 
the United States pays 3 cents a mile 
for the privilege of hauling a sleeper and 
contracts to return said car in as good 
shape as it is received and to pay fc-r 
all damages.

A arOTAItUB CIlAltGB. 


The -most nota-ble change of political 


son-timent of late in -the West has -been 
that of Capt. VV. E. English of Indiana. 
Capt. English is the son of the late Will- 
iam H. Kng'lisii, who was the Democratic 
candidate /or vice-pre-tident in 1880. T-his 
natu-bk' Indinnian wns in the army dur- 
ing the Spanish war with the rank of 
captain, and did some brave work at San 
Juan and Santiago, retiring «t the term- 
ination of the war to his Indianapolis 
home. He now resigns 'bis position as 
park -commissioner, and in a letter ad- 
dressed to Mayor -a-ggart o-f that cfly, 
gives some foro.uie reasons for his re- 
nouncing any further connection with the 
Democratic party. He exposes the -hypoc- 
risy of Bryanisin, aud declares no com- 
promise possible. He can no longer re- 
main with a party and support men who 
stand on th-e Ivnnsas City platform anil 
support the Chicago plat-form of 1896. 


Capt. "English declares Bryan to be me 


true imperialism, and eays. -in alluding 
to Bryan forcing tlio 10 to 1 special 
plank in the Kansas Otyyvplntform: 


"In this we have our first and -only ex- 


ample of a real 'imperialist' in the full 
exercise of his dictatorial powers. This 
was the paramount issue created "by his 
Xobniakan majesty himself, and is un- 
derstood to have been the only one, 
which he ' personally and autocratically 
demanded of his humble subjects; and 
after his edict in this regard had been 
abjectly obeyed, with that graceful con- 
descension, which sometimes sways and

Ho declares it right -to retain the 
territory surrendered to us and for 
which we also paid. He has no favor for 
the hypocritical professions of dislike 
and opposition to trusts-and says: 


"The Demagogues well worn 'cry ot 


'trust' or 'monopolist' has no terrors for 
me, -as I am -in no way engaged in the 
business of money lending, hold no mort- 
gages for money loaned, and own no 
stock whatever in any bank, insurance 
company, railroad, trust, monopoly, cor- 
poration or combination." • • 


Upon the paramount issue, as asserted 


by Bryan, tlus Imlianian says: ''There is 
a paramount issue in this campaign that 
overshadows and overwhelms -all others, 
and that is William Jennings Bryan him- 
self, who. o-f his own vplition, not as in 
189(i, stands 'before the safe, conservative, 
order-loving, favt'-aibiding citizens of the 
reptfblic. as tire appointed and selected 
representative of all.that they most fear 
•in our beloved political system, and all 
that is dangerous, menacing and threat- 
ening to law, order and good government. 


"The Democratic party, as now consti- 


tuted and dominated, .and myaolf, have 
reached the'-pa-rtiug of the ways, for »oll 
agreo wish its present position and pol- 
icy, as set forth in its latest declaration 
of principles,'on none of th« great- ques- 
tions now before the'American people. 


'(riven the choice between. McKinley 


and Roosevelt upon the on-e hand, nnd 
Bryan and Stevenson on -the unpatriotic 
Kansas City and Chicago platforms'up on 
-the other, I shall, -without hesitation, re- 
cord )iiy vote on .election day for that 
patriotic defender of the national honor, 
•faithful guardian of the war, Willtam 
MeKinleij, whom -four years of trial baa 
proved to -be a sagacious leader, upright 
chief magistrate and true-hearted Amer- 
ican, and -tho statesman in peace and 
hero in war.

-insinuated the' people of Porto Rioo had. 
no siard in their oivn government. T3iis 
was tha,.w«y -he put if:. "If. .we dare to 
exxdudo the people ^oi Porto Rico from 
a share dn the government in whioh they 
life, wo Will deny our fa*h in a principle 
fhnit has been fundamental in this coun- 
try for a century and a quarter," 


Tliis .is notHiing init an insinuation, tha-t 


is wholly unjustified by the facts, but

This sort of thing called for something 


more than a paragraph, amd The Chicago 
Tribune proceeded t-b call Mr. Bryan 
tknviL as follo-ws:

In the lai-ter 
the ignorant blacks arc disfranchised 
and "excluded from a share in -the gov- 
ernment in .which they live," but the il- 
literate wh-itos. -are not 
It is .not likely 


that -Mr. Bryan w.iJI -be hejird.speakuig 
favorably of legislation which pute on 
the 'sanie footing, all ignorant men, re- 
gai-dlc.ss of tlieir color. There is nn 
equality about that wliicli will not be 
commended by him.

ROAD .11 A KING. 


New Jersey is making more progress 


in 'the work of transforming her high- 
wavs into adunir-.vble condition -tiiiui oth«r 
rita-te. Late figures disclose the fact that 
440 miles of strictly first-class roadways 
had been completed at an expense of 
iS-2,ti37,000 and the work is still going on. 
Massachusetts Ja not very far behind, 
lUt'd th'C old Bay State has expended 
if2,63S,000 on, 230 milea. The dispropor- 
tion of expense is very likely due to nat- 
ural condition*. Those oomplotcd road- 
ways are asserted -to •boxful ly as fine and 
perfect arf'lhe very best of European con- 
structed roads. 


Perhaps the truth is that people will 


have to 'be educated up -to this point. 
But it is very noticeable when the -UMUUS 
from the coun'u-y come into Ui« cities, 
that Che one or two -horseti which hare 
dr«.\™ with the greatest of diflicul-ty tho 
load on the couatrj' roads, have not the 
least dillicul'tv in gayly trotting on 'Llio 
city paved streets. At d-ea«t if not upon 
the abnminable granite blocks ot heavily 
traveled streets certainly far etusiej- thaji 
on the road* of Uie country. This can 
be obsen-ed almosft any day on thep.aved 
streets o-f Kncine, and one would think 
surely here is an object lesson. It is so, 
ajid gradually the spirit is progressing 
for -better thing* in theVny of roads and 
our country, friends learning that com- 
fort in trawling and economy in thuc 
a-n-d labor is worth money. It cost,* some- 
thing to l>uild good roads,- no doubt ol 
that, but nothing in this world of value 
can. be hud without paying therefor, and 
so if A conun unity 'wants a better article 
of roadway, it* cost has to 'be met. Now 
the question- is, liow shall this cost be 
met? It would seem clear enough that 
the principle 'of special assessments swin- 
dle enough in the cities, would 'be rob- 
bery with torture in the country dis- 
tricts. find that the just system is to 
spread the cost over-entire' otnramimtics, 
leaving'-tlie state at large to pay a ret- 
rain percentage. 'The amount1 finally !eft 
to the abutting -land owners to , pay 
would nofbe at nil inconsistent -with any 
legitimate -benefits to his property.

His views 
therefore of Mr. Bryan's postion and »j 
to hi* sincerity will be of great interest 
Mr. Miller speaks as follows: 


"I have no faith whatever in his sin- 


C'eritv, because I credit him with more 
than ordinary intelligence. He knew the 
fallacy of the free 
silver proposition 


when he first thrust it upon the party in 
this state, but he insisted upon ranking 
it a political issue, .for, with panther- 
like quicknesfc. lie realized, that it could 
be readily employed to delude tin: people 
who at that time were suffering a uni- 
versal business depression. 


"The primary objection to Bryan is 


his continuous assault upon the estab- 
lished' institutions of his country, his 
unremitting attacks upon our 
citizens 


who happen to own something, his op- 
position to the rights of our courts ami 
his implied carelessness as to the prc- 
bervntion of law and order. 
He is for- 


ever appealing to class 
prejudice and 


c-mleavoring to array one portion of our 
people against another. He panders to 
the desires of the envious, unscrupulous 
o.nd irresponsible members 
of 
society, 


and for that reason alone I 
consider 


him a dangerous man to place at the 
head of our government. 


"I regard Mr. Bryan as a socialistic 


revolutionist, tinged with religious fan- 
aticism. On the money question Bryan 
preaches a false doctrine; on tiie rights 
of life and property he molds his speech 
in anarchistic form; on the 
X^hilippino 


problem he promises nothing 
different 


from the course now being purmed 
by 


the administration 
but attempts 
to 


catch votes by a groundless cry of im- 
perialism. 


Upon the above, tho Superior Leader 


comments : 


Thus speaks Dr. Miller. 
If- the man 


who sets and studies and thinks; who 
weighs his associates' worda and decda 
in equally wpll-balancod 
scales; 
who 


was devoted to one political party for a 
quarter of a century, and yet who loves 
honor, duty and right, even better than 
that party's temporary triumph; if, we 
sayj such a man is not worthier of our 
acceptance as a safe guide, than tho 
passionate partisan, where are we to finJ 
trustworthy guidance?

gerous and if the rain continue* for any 
length of time will be entirely mined. 


Onts l.hat have not bwn threshed, are 


in the worst possible condition and al- 
ready thousand* of bushels are lost and 
it lopks as of the whole, crop, in this vi- 
cinity would bn ruined. 


Many of the country roads are almost 


impassable, while in-sections of the city 
the streets .are flooded and sidewalks 
float around, while cellars without num- 
ber, are flooded and serious damage done.

It is just sixteen years biucc .the most 


ftupendous and appalling of nil the con- 
vulsions of miturc which have occurred 
either in ancient or in modern times took 
place, says 'the Pall Mall Gaeotte. On 
August 27, 18S3. at 10 a. m., the greater 
portion of the island of Krakatoa, in thft 
Straits of Sumla, was destroyed by vol- 
canic action. We, iu Kngland, remember 
the fact mainly on account of tho mag- 
nificent sunsets which followed the event 
and were witnessed nil over the world, 
These sunsets, it) is now hardly necessary 
to state, were caused by the .impalpable 
dust and paper particles vliicTi had been 
ejected from Krngfttoa to n. heipht ol 
twenty miles from the surface of..the 
earth," and were still floating in the up- 
per air.

Tho eruption-caused--ft great seismic 


wave of the sen, which overwhelmed 
tho villages on the neighboring shores 


Rnd drowned upwards of thirty thous- 
and persons. Tho height of the 
crest 


of this wave has been variously 
esti- 


mated, but ftt Telok Brtong, in Sumat- 
ra, the water reached within six feet of 
the Residency, which stands on a hill 
seventy-eight feet above the sea, an.: 
-the Dutch

was 
carried by 


the wave up the valley nearly two miles 
inland, and left high and. dry, more 
than thirty feat above the sea level. 


If n, man were, to tell us that while 


iwulking dcAvn Piccadilly he had heard 
an explosion which had taken place at 
Guildford, or any town situated some 
thirty miles away, we should probably 
think that lie was under a 
misappre- 


tension. But if he told us that he had 
heard one that occurred at Newcastle- 
on-lVne, at a d'u-tance of three hundred 
milas, we should have no doubt as to 
tho condition of his mind. It is, never- 
theless, a-' fart that the explosion 
of 


Krngatoa was -heard not 
only thirty- 


three -hundred miles away, but also at 
a distance of three thousand miles. It 
•was heard in India, nnd it was heard in 
Australia, and also in the 
island 
oi 


Rodriguez, which is about 2,008 miles 
from Krakatoa in a direct line. ^lore- 
over, the srasmic wave of the sen re- 
ferred to was noticed not only in South 
Africa, but also at Cape Horn, which 
is 7,500 miles distant from the Strait* 
of Sivnda.

when water from-toe sea,.'or - from the 
underground springs, -percolates through 
the ground and finds its .ways down to 
'this channel and to the .hot molten rocki 
'below, it at once generates steam,, and 
those of us' who have been unfortunate 
enough to 'have .had a ' kitchen .boiler 
•burst know something-of the explosive 
power of steam, oven in small;quanti- 
ties. But the following observations 
with reference to this subject will give 
our readers a dear perception 
• of the 


subsequent stages of an eruption when 
sea or other water reached the heated 
rocks below a volcano:

North Carolina is the last of those state* 
to "trnrnple the -fourtcen-tih and fifteenth 
amendments in the dust." The eM.mplc 
set by Louisiana, • however, is steadily 
doing its work, and. the Democrats of 
Alabama. Georgia, Tennessee, Virginia 
and Florida, \vilh 3,000,000 colored in- 
habitants,, arc preparing to adopt the 
same imperial policy.

congress. Under enforcement of the lot- 
tor and spirit of the fourteenth amend- 
ment the number would Ire three. Mis»is- 
sippiV woven congressmen woii3d be re- 
duced to throe. Xorth Carolina has nine 
congraswnen. By its ot\T. act it has de- 
prived itself of its constitutional right to 
ft™ of these representatives, South Car- 
olina,, wWch has neven member?, is enti- 
tled under -the fourteenth amendment to 
only three. The organic, low of tho land 
is so specific a.nd plain on this point Hint 
congress cfl.nnot ignore it.
